Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  has  been  essentially  a  period  of  consolidation  with  further 
steps  being  taken  towards  functional  integration  of  the  three  branches  of 
the  National  Health  Service  preparatory  to  the  major  changes  envisaged 
for  1974. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  group  practices  to  evaluate  the  attachment  of 
nursing  staff  to  general  practitioner  groups.  There  has  been  an  appraisal 
of  the  working  of  such  community  care  teams  and  where  necessary  suggestions 
made  towards  improving  methods  of  utilising  attached  nursing  staff. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  now  established  and  links  have  been 
forged  between  the  Officers  concerned  and  Health  Department  staff.  Relations 
between  the  two  departments  are  close  and  this  is  an  essential  ingredient  in 
providing  total  community  care . 

With  regard  to  The  Child  Health  Service  preparations  were  made  for  the 
introduction  on  the  1st  January  1972,  of  the  integrated  Child  Health 
Screening  programme  with  computer  call  up  for  appointments.  The  Divisional 
staff  are  greatly  involved  with  this  and  preparations  went  ahead  in 
considerable  detail.  Several  of  the  part-time  and  sessional  doctors  together 
with  general  practitioners  interested  in  this  aspect  of  medicine  attended  County 
courses  at  Gately  Health  Centre  and  Eastham  Clinic  respectively  to  familiarise 
them  with  screening  techniques. 

The  parents  first  introduction  to  the  scheme  will  be  by  the  health 
visitor.  She  will  discuss  the  scheme  at  her  first  visit  and  undertake  the 
first  group  of  tests  at  six  weeks  in  the  clinic  or  home  as  is  most  convenient. 
Thereafter  the  tests  will  be  undertaken  alternatively  by  medical  officers  and 
nurses  who  have  received  special  training.  The  parents  will  receive  a  postal 
invitation  to  bring  their  child  to  the  local  clinic  at  6  months,  9  months, 

2  years  and  3  years.  At  4i  years  the  child  will  be  invited  for  a  pre-school 
medical  examination  as  at  present. 

The  computer  call  up  scheme  for  Cervical  Cytology  has  made  steady 
progress  and  is  gradually  being  extended.  There  has  been,  also,  testing 
of  female  staff  from  schools  and  other  departments  for  their  immunity  to 
Rubella.  This  is  an  important  preventive  exercise  and  women  who  have  no 
natural  immunity  to  Rubella  can  now  be  offered  vaccination  which  gives  protection 
to  subsequent  unborn  children  from  the  adverse  effects  of  German  Measles. 


In  the  environmental  field  I  made  reference  in  my  last  report  to  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  bulk  of  this  report  deals  with 
a  wide  variety  of  environmental  health  matters  which  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  The  surveillance  and  supervision  of  communicable 
diseases  cases  and  contacts  continues to  demand  a  considerable  portion  of 
their  time.  This  is  particularly  so  during  the  foreign  holiday  period 
which  now  appears  to  extend  from  April  until  October.  The  tracing  and 
surveillance  of  contacts  of  Cholera  from  areas  in  the  Mediterranean  proved 
considerable  and  very  time  consuming.  The  trend  for  continental  holidays 
continues  and  this  in  turn  is  reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of 
communicable  disease. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Rogerson,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  association  with  Mr.  O'Malley,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  of  the  district  for  1971 • 

Bad  housing  conditions,  a  relic  of  earlier  years,  are  virtually 
eliminated  in  the  town.  Emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  preserving 
by  improvement  houses  with  an  adequate  future  life.  Not  only  is  this 
economically  sound,  but  it  preserves  the  character  of  a  locality  and 
ensures  that  the  inhabitants  are  not  disrupted  by  moving  to  a  different 
part  of  the  town.  The  first  General  Improvement  Area  has  been 
declared  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  precede  many  more. 

The  prevention  of  noise  in  the  environment  is  becoming  increasingly 
important,  particularly  industrial  noise.  Although  attempts  are  made 
to  overcome  this  problem  in  the  early  stages  of  development,  the  level 
of  noise  emanating  from  new  industrial  processes  is  often  difficult  to 
assess.  Fortunately,  most  local  industrialists  are  very  co-operative  in 
introducing  measures  to  overcome  these  problems. 

Meat  and  food  inspection  continues  to  demand  considerable  attention. 
Considering  the  large  quantity  inspected  great  credit  is  reflected  on 
the  Inspectors  for  the  consistent  high  standard  which  has  been  maintained 
throughout  this  year  and  in  previous  years . 

Similarly,  pest  control  also  requires  continual  attention,  and  the 
Public  Health  Section  constantly  reviews  treatment  methods  and  equipment 
so  that  the  best  and  safest  service  can  be  given  to  the  public. 

In  many  instances,  the  plight  of  old  people  living  alone  in 
difficult  circumstances,  first  comes  to  the  notice  of  the  public  health 
inspectors.  A  primary  visit  is  always  made  in  these  cases,  and  where 
necessary  the  assistance  of  the  neighbourhood  social  worker  is  sought. 

This  results  in  a  joint  visit  being  made  and  any  necessary  action  to 
assist  the  person  is  instigated. 


Members  of  the  public  health  section  are  constantly  endeavouring 
in  their  daily  work  to  seek  out  and  muster  all  possible  assistance  to 
old  people  found  to  be  in  need  of  help  or  advice. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  O’Malley  for  his 
help  and  advice,  and  to  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Lamb,  and  the  other  Inspectors  for 
their  loyalty  and  good  work  during  the  year.

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SECTION  V 


TOWN  DEVELOPMENT 


There  has  been  steady  progress  in  development  during  the  year  with  greater 
emphasis  on  the  provision  of  amenities  and  private  house  building. 

Housing 

Only  37  Council  houses  were  completed  on  Mount  Pleasant  Estate,  but  this 
estate  is  nearing  completion  and  no  further  housing  of  this  type  is 
programmed  for  the  future.  Since  town  development  began  in  1961  completions 

total  3»189  houses. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  two  disabled  persons  bungalows  were  under  construction, 
and  a  scheme  was  being  prepared  for  a  small  estate  of  bungalows  in  the  Bakers 
Lane  area  to  rehouse  persons  displaced  by  the  High  Street  improvement. 

In  the  private  ownership  sector  142  houses  were  completed,  and  a  further 
333  were  under  construction  at  the  year  end.  Most  of  these  houses  are 
being  erected  on  land  within  the  Planning  Brief  Area.  This  land  had  been 
previously  acquired  by  the  Council  and  sold  off  to  speculative  builders. 

The  last  housing  site  in  this  area,  adjacent  to  St.  John’s  Estate,  is 
also  to  be  developed  for  private  housing.  This  will  provide  about 

130  houses,  and  development  should  commence  during  1972.  The  next  area 
for  private  house  development  will  be  Area  14  off  Swanlow  Lane,  and  this 
will  provide  a  net  area  of  about  60  acres. 

The  first  General  Improvement  Area  at  Princess  Street  was  declared  and  work 
involved  in  Traffic  Orders  was  commenced.  This  area  involves  74  houses, 
mostly  in  terraces  and  many  already  improved  with  Grants.  The  environmental 
improvements  to  the  street  will  do  much  to  enhance  conditions  in  that  area. 

This  will  be  a  forerunner  to  the  Dean  Street/  Geneva  Road  area  which  will 
be  started  after  the  A54  Improvement  has  been  carried  out. 

Social  Amenities 


During  the  year  under  review  a  considerable  advance  was  made  in  the  provision 
of  amenities  which  had  lagged  behind  during  the  earlier  years  of  town 
development . 

The  Mount  Pleasant  Shopping  Sub-centre  was  completed.  This  provided  a 
Super-market,  four  shops  and  a  dental  surgery.  The  market  in  the  town  centre 
was  enlarged  to  76  stalls,  and  the  Marina  on  Winsford  Flashes  was  opened. 

Work  also  commenced  on  many  other  needy  amenities  including  phase  2  of 
the  Town  Centre;  an  indoor  swimming  bath  comprising  a  25  metre  pool  and 
a  separate  learner  pool;  the  Wharton  Sports  Complex  which  will  provide 
2  all  weather  pitches,  1  grass  pitch  and  a  pavilion;  and  Knights’  Grange 
Park  -  an  outdoor  recreational  and  sports  area  of  155  acres.  In  addition, 
further  childrens  play  areas  on  estates  were  provided.

The  County  Council  also  commenced  work  on  the  erection  of  the  Town  Centre  Health 
Centre  and  the  Fire  Station  and  Ambulance  Depot,  and  jointly  with  this  Council 
started  the  Old  People's  Centre  which  will  provide  a  central  recreational 
amenity  badly  needed  in  the  town.  The  restoration  of  derelict  areas  continued 
and  these  eyesores  are  now  being  transformed  into  attractive  garden  areas 
throughout  the  town. 

During  the  year  two  further  schools  were  completed,  viz.,  the  Woodford 
Lodge  Comprehensive  School  and  the  Wharton  Infants  School,  and  work  had 
commenced  on  the  Woodford  Lodge  E.S.N.  School. 

Industry 

Two  new  factories  and  six  extensions,  totalling  109,100  sq.  feet  were  completed 
on  the  Council's  Industrial  Estates.  Work  also  commenced  on  another  new 
factory  and  two  further  extensions,  totalling  95,600  sq.  feet.  In  addition, 
three  new  factories  with  a  total  floor  area  of  69,560  sq.  feet  were  completed 
on  a  private  industrial  estate. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  factories  built  by  the  Council  were  providing 
employment  for  5,426  persons.

Approximately  two  thirds  of  the  flow  treated  at  the  works  is  pumped  by  at  least 
one  of  the  Town’s  five  pumping  stations.  Two  of  the  pumping  stations  have 
twin  rising  mains  which  have  given  some  trouble  during  the  year  due  to  bursts 
and  in  particular  the  one  pipe  of  the  twin  mains  serving  the  Woodford  Lane 
pumping  station  continues  to  give  difficulties. 

The  Council  also  runs  three  small  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  at  Whitegate,  Meadow 
Bank  and  Clive.  In  the  case  of  the  Clive  Works,  the  deteriorating  condition 
of  the  installation  has  brought  forward  the  need  for  a  scheme  to  be  prepared 
for  its  replacement.  This  scheme  is  now  in  active  preparation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Due  to  the  increased  passage  of  sealed  containers  through  the  Country’s  major 
shipping  ports  more  time  has  been  spent  this  year  on  container  inspection. 

In  Winsford  this  entails  the  inspection  of  tinned  foods  only. 

With  regard  to  food  premises,  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  has  concentrated 
mainly  on  the  inspection  of  canteens  and  premises  which  prepare,  sell  or 
manufacture  foods  which  are  most  likely  to  give  rise  to  food  poisoning. 

This  year  has  also  seen  an  increase  in  the  number  of  mobile  shops  operating 
within  the  district  and  this  has  resulted  in  a  greater  number  of  spot  checks 
and  inspections  -  some  with  a  view  to  registration. 

Time  has  also  been  spent  advising  on  fittings  and  finishes  to  be  incorporated 
in  the  new  food  premises  which  are  to  be  built  in  the  second  phase  of  the 
Town  Centre.
